Victim Declares, However, He 
Is Able to Identify

Albert Metcalfe, a Past-Dispatch re- 
porter who has been active in expes- 


ing the lawlessness at Creve Coeur Lake 
and other notorious St. Louls .Ceunty 
resorts, was lured to Meramec High- 
lands Monday and assaulted by two men 
there, ene of whom hit him repeatedly 
with a rock he held in his clenched 
fist. 

| “You won't get another chance at 
Herpd,”” Mr. Metcalfe says the man 
cried as the blow was struck. . 

Mr. Metcalfe is the Clayton represent- 
ative of the Post-Dispatch. In that 
capacity he reports news from all parts 
ef the county. 

mM Used as a Lure. 

After making the rounds of his news 
‘points in Webster Groves Monday, Mr. 
Metcalfe was standing in front of the 
drug store im the Bristol Bullding when 
someone called to him from a passing 
car, bound to Meramec Highlands. 

“There's @ woman doped’ out at Mera- 
mec Highlands,’ said the man. 
get out there quick.”’

dressed him, but he jumped en the car. 

Stepping off the car at the Highlands, 
Mr. Metcaife was confronted by two men 
who had descended from-it ahead of 
him. As the car moved away, the man 
who held the rock hit the reporter 
viciously on the mouth. Taken un- 
awares, Mr. Metcalfe could not guard 
himself against the blow. 

The other man joined in the assault. 
Mr. Metsalfe, half-stunned, fought back 
as best he could, and succeeded in 
wresting the stone from his assailant’s 
hand. 

Able to Identify Thugs, 

‘The men fied. Metcalfe boarded a car 
and returned to the drug store in Web- 
ster, where his injuries were treated by 
a druggiat. One tooth was broken off, 
and Metcalfe’s face was bruised and 
cut. 

Metcalfe said after the assault he was 
satisfied it: was prompted by revenge 
on account of his work in reporting 
lawlessness in the county. He did not 
recognize either of his assailants, but 

- would know them, he says, if he saw 
either of them again.

Jewels Worth That Sum 
to Mandeville Hall. 





HE HAD ANOTHER WIFE 


After Visit to Chicago and St. 
Louis Couple Went to 
Europe in Style. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Mandeyille de 
Marigny Hall will be prosecuted for 
bigamy unless the two women he mar- 
ried change their mind. Just now he is 
a prisoner in London, charged with ne- 
gotiating bogus checks. Should he get 
out of that trouble, he may be extra- 
dited on the charge of bigamy. He may 
also have. to face the charge of grand 
larceny made by his second wife. 

She was formerly a chorus girl in Joe 
Weber’s company, and her name is Vida 
Whitmore. When she returned from 
London 10 days ago and said she was 
Hall's wife her statement was denied 
‘by Hall, who had. been arrested om 
before she-left London. 

Later Hall changed his mind 4 in 
a cablegram to The World he said that 
Vida Whitmore was his wife, but he 
made no explanation of how he was 
freed from his first wife. Her attorneys 
are preparing papers in a suit for di- 
vorce, 

Hes Certificate of Marriage. 

Hall’s admission regarding Miss Whit- 
more was hardly necessary, for she has 
a certificate showing that shé Was mar- 
ried May 21 in Jersey City BY. the Rev. 
S. J. Arthur of the North - Baptist 
Church. There was no secret about the 
marriage, each of the contracting per- 
sons giving their right name: 

| Hall, according to Vida Whitmore, -is 
a cousin of the Abruszis and a blood 
relative of. the Marquis. de Marigny. 

When .Miss Whitmore returned from 
Londgn she was penRiless and her car- 
fare to her apartments was paid by a 
—— —Ne Says that after her mar- 
riage she gave diamonds . and’ other 
jewelry worth about $20,000 to Hall, who 
promised her a necklace worth $25,000. 
He did not like to see the other jewelry 
about as reminders. 

“I. had known Mr. Hall about two 
years when we became engaged,” said 
Miss Whitmore, an uncommonly pretty 
young woman. “He told-me his father 
was dead and had left him a fortune, 
which had been acquired in the terra 
cotta business. : Mr. Hall, you know, 
comes from a distinguished family. He 
is a cousin of the Abruzzi, and a blood 
relative of the Marquis de Marigny, af- 
ter 10m he is named. 

“Well, when we had agreed to be 
married he told me that he was di- 
vorced, ,and I believed him of course. 
He never showed me any papers. I just 
took him at his word. He said it would 
take two or three days to get a license 
in New York and suggested that we g0 
over to Jersey. So, on Thursday after- 
noon, May 21, we took a carriage and 
and were 
married. 

Says She Pawned Her Jewels. . 

“We returned to New York and the 
next day started for Chicago, where we 
stopped at the Auditorlum Annex. 
From there we went to St. Louis, and 
Put up at the’ Planters Hotel. Mr. Hall 
was apparently very busy. He had in- 
terviews with a great many men about 
terra cotta and I supposed he was do- 
Ing a rushing business, He pawned 
@ good many of my jewels in the 
West. 

“When we came East again, he sug- 
ested that I dispose of everything in 
this apartment—that we wouldn't need 
thé furnishings, as we were going to 
Europe. I had some of my jewels 
ina safe I have in one of the rooms. 
He knew the combination. All my 
Jewels were gone when I opened the 
box. 

“On June 4 we took passage on the 
America and went to Paris, stopping at 
the Maurice. 

From Paris we went to Lucerne, where 
he said he was waiting for his auto car 
to be shipped from America. He never 
owned even the wheels of an auto—ex- 
cept in his head. He actually got out 
a license, and made such an impression 
he had no trouble in buying a car with 
the bad check which has landed him 
where he is now. 


Rich in Prom ines.

Too Young te Based. 

All day Sunday there were people at

A great many called merely from cu- 
riosity, seeking a new form of Sunday 


amusement, but many called who really | 


wanted a baby. The reason. they gave 
for not taking little Tony was his tender 
age. A baby of 4 months, taken from

Tony Karwowska has a violerit dislike 
for the baby. He holds that tis wife can- 
not Jove him as well as she should while 
she Javishes her love.on the baby.

MacMechen, formerly a St. Louis news- 
paper man, promoter of aerial flights 
and inventor of ‘wind checks,” has 
been saying things about the company, 
and its president, Samuel’ B. Bowman, 
a real estate man, is ‘hopping mad.’’ 

Dispatches from New York say that 
Mr. MacMechen “talked earnestly.’’ So 
did Mr. Bowman Monday. ; 

Farman Wanted Money First. 

MacMechen, who until recently was 

the. editor of a St. Louis aeronautic 
journal, conceived the idea of bringing 
Henri Farman to America for a series 
of flights. He made a contract with 
Farman first and. then hustled to get 
the money. Under the terms of the con- 
tract the French aeronatt was more 
expensive than a circus, including the 
menagerie. 
. He would come to America, yes, if 
first there was put into his palm $6000. 
He would stay in America 90 days, yes, 
it for each day of his visit he should 
recéive $240 to pay for his food, lodging 
and machine oil. He would ‘make 
flights, oui, oui, if for each flight he 
should receive the: pourboire of $200. 

“Sure,” said Promoter MacMechen. “I 
can pay that as easy as anything.”’ 


Both Parties “Come Acrosa,.” 
That was where Mr. Bowman came in. 


“Organize a company and your for- 
tune ‘is made,’ said MacMechen. 

Bowman and five of his businéss as- 
sociates raised a fund of $15,000. They 
wired $6000 of it to Farman. As soon 
as threvy “came across’’ he did likewise. 

Brighten Beaeh was the scene of ac- 
tion. MacMechen was already there and 
Bowman quickly followed. 

Farman arrived, with his beautiful 
wife and his precious airship. It was 
a great day for MacMechan. The New 
York newspapers were full of the ar- 
rival, the dinner which followed and the 
prospective flights. And it was all non- 
pareil, next to pure advertising matter, 

Wind Checks Issued, 

On the day set for the first flight a 
hurricane from the West’ Indies was 
blowing across the Brighton Beach race 
track. 

“T shall go up, non.” said.the French 
aeronaut. 

But 2000 spectators clamored for 
flight or their money back. 

‘Aha,”” said MacMechen. ‘‘We’ll give 
‘em wind checks” and they did. 

That night Mr. Bowman received a 
telegram saying that four of the St. 
Louisans associated with him had drop- 
ped out. This left him, George W. Davis 
and F. A. Sauerbrunn to hold the bag. 

The next day there was a big crowd 
at the track but it was impossible to 
separate those who had wind checks 
from those who had not and there were 
no cash receipts. In the language of the 
race track; Farman flew ‘‘for Sweeney.” 


Bowman Wants New Contract, 

Bowman enlisted New York capital to 
form a new organization incorporated 
under the laws of New York and calted 
the Aeroplane Co, 

Saturday Farman made another flight, 
but Bowman was not there to see him. 
He was speeding to St. Louls on an ex- 
press train. 

MacMechen gave out a statement that 
Bowman had run away and left him to 
carry out the contract with Farman. | 

‘They didn’t have me tied down,” said 
Bowman Monday. “Before I left I drew 
up a new contract and left it for Far- 
man to sign. It provided that he was to 
receive half the proceeds of the Aero- 
plane Co. The old contract was one- 
sided. As I understand it Farman has 
already agreed to revoke it and sign the 
new one. MacMechen has no right to 
kick. He didn’t put any money into the 
enterprise. 

Meanwhile MacMechen is holding on to 
Farman. 

‘‘He’s mine,’ he says, ‘and I'd like to 
see that St. Louis crowd take him away 
from me. I am his manager.”

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Former Policeman Sulks in 
Cell as Wives Laugh» 
at Him. 





HE TELLS OF PIVORCE 


Decree Obtained in Jackson 
County After His Sec- 
ond Marriage. 


Walter J. Dougherty, Philippine war 
hero and former policeman, sulked in a 
cell at the Soulard Street Station Mon- 
day while Mrs. Etta Robinson Dougher- 
ty, 24 years old, and Mrs. Clara Heckel 
Dougherty, 17 years old, looked through 
the bars, laughed at him and talked 
with each other of prosecuting him for 
bigamy. a 

Dougherty admits that he has been a 
bigamist, but says he will prove, by a 
divorce decreé granted early in June in 
Independence, Mo., that he ig not a 
bigamist now. ; 

A copy of a Jackson County record, 
obtained by the first wife, shows that 
such a divorce was granted. The fact 
that she was not served personally 
with a notice of the suit may invalidate 
it. " 

Disappeared in March. 

Dougherty disappeared last March, 
after he had learned that his first wife 
had communicated with the parents of 
his second wife. He told his setond 
wife, with whom he then Was living at 
8317 Nebraska avenue, that he had been 
accused of stealing money and Was go- 
ing to Texas. 

Instead, he went to Kansas City and 
filed suit at Independence, the county 
seat of Jackson, for divorce. Losing his 
plaee on the police force here through 
his absence, he got work in Kansas 
City, which lasted until a few days ago. 

Then he decided. to return to St. Louis, 
and wrote to his first wife, telling her 
of the divorce. He went to’ lis ‘mother's 
home, 2607 Park avenue, and awaited 
developments. 

The developments came when the sec- 
ond wife called at the Park avenue 
house and accused him of ‘javing deceiv- 
ed her. When he told her of the divorce, 
she said that made ne differerice to 
her. 

‘You'll come back to me of your own 
accord, or you'll be rade to,” the sec- 
ond Mrs. Dougherty says he then eaid. 
When he displayed a _ revolver, she 
screamed, and neighbors called a police- 
man. The former poHceman was locked 
up, and the bigamy charge soon follow- 
ea. 

With First Wife.a Week, 

Dougherty, then just out of the army, 
married Etta Robinson tn 8t. Louis Aug. 
24, 1904, and left her after one week. She 
remained at 2219 Franklin avenue, but 
he endeavored to lose sight of her, and 
told his friends he had heard she was 
dead. 

Last fall, in Lafayette Park, he met 
Clara Heckel of 1610 South Eleventh 
street. They were married Dec. 9 last, 
and went to 235 Cherokee street to 
live. 

Dougherty had got a place on the po- 
lice force, in spite of his lack of the nec- 
essary weight, through his gold medal, 
won by heroism in the battle of Lucban 
Mountain, in the Philippines. 

In getting his second marriage license 
he gave his name as Walter Dou, and 
that of the bride as Clara Heck. Later 
he filled out the names on the license. 


He explained,to the girl that he gave 
the names in the shortened form to 
“fool” hig fellow-policemen, who might 
read the published license record. 

Justice Moore performed his second 
marriage ceremony. “Bobby” Carroll, 
Moeore’s predecessor, now clerk in his 
court, had performed the first cere. 


mony. 

Last March Dougherty became uneasy 
at the aspect of his marital affairs, and 
after telling several stories to his su- 
perior officers in the effort to get a fur- 
lough, he ye without one. 
going away he ordered two pianos and 
a quantity of furniture for his flat.

He claims after 
the. men had set upon and beaten him 
he appealed to three policemen who 
were stationed at the polling place to 
arrest his assailants. .The police ignored 
his complaint, he says, and the men es- 
caped. 

Reynolds complained to Chief Creecy 
and the latter ordered an investigation, 
which resuited in the suspension of Pa- 
trolmen Cullen, Allen and O'Fallon, Carr 
Street District, on charges of neglect of 
duty. 





Identified by Reynolds. 

Lieut. Walsh obtained from Reynolds 
a description of three of the assailants 
and the arrest of nane followed Satur- 
day night. At the Carr Street Station 
Reynolds positively identified Kane as 
one of the men who had slueged him. 
The other two are still being sought. 

The police report that Kane and sev-

UNLAWFUL TO DEPORT 


Federal Government Refuses 
to Send Aged Couple to 
Hawaiian Colony. 


= 





TOMBSTONE, Ariz., Aug. 10.—The pa- 
thetic case of Gen. D. K. Wardwell, a 
veteran of the Mexican and Civil Wars, 
and his wife, who is a leper, will prob- 
ably be disposed of by the territorial 
officials, so that the devoted husband 
may remain by his affiicted wife. 

It is proposed to isolate the couple 
near this place and keep them under 
care of the county officials. The fact 
that the form of leprosy from which 
the woman is suffering is not communi- 
cated by association or contact makes 
the solution of tne problem easy. 

The Federal Court was appealed to by 
the local officials, but it has replied to 
the Board of Supervisors that there is 
no law under which the deportation of 
Mrs. Wardwell to the leper colony of 
Molokai, in the Hawalian group, can be 
effected, thus leaving the territorial gov- 
ernment to its own resources. 

Territorial Officer to Investigate. 

Gov. Kibbey has wired the county of- 
ficials that the territorial superintendent 
of health has been ordered to Tomb- 
stone to investigate the case. Gen. 
Wardwell’s anxiety to save his wife 
from deportation may influence the 
authorities in deciding to provide for 
the isolation of the couple. 

Mrs. Wardwell has a brother serving 
a ten-year sentence in the Yuma peni- 
tentiary for murder and Gov. Kibbey 
has been petitioned to grant him a par- 
don under condition that he take care 
of his sister. 

In addition to being a leper, Mrs. 
Wardwell’s mind is affected, and she 
is kept chained to her bed to prevent a 
recurrence of her escape of some days 
ago. Mr. Wardwell, who is 8 years old, 
is suffering from a cancer. 

A few weeks ago Mrs. Wardwell was 
a patient at the County Hospital in Los 
Angeles, while her husband was an in- 
mate of the soldiers’ home near that 
city. 

In order to thwart an attempt to sep- 
arate them, the old veteran had her 
stealthily removed to this" place, her for- 
mer home. 

Law Prevents Deportation. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 0.—Though Vir- 
tually a part of the United States, the 
leper colony on the Island of Molokai, 
cannot recruit its death-marked popula- 
tion from this country. 

' It is this fact that makes it impossible 
for Government officials to comply with 
the request of the territorial officials of 
Arizona for the speedy deportation of 
Mrs. Wardwell. 
According to Dr. H. D. Geddings, sur- 
geon-general of the Public Health and 
Marine Service, the colony at Molokal 
is strictly a territorial enterprise. There 
exists neither law gor precedent to war- 
rant the removal of a leper from any 
State or Territory to the settlement, and 
Dr. Geddings voices the sentiment and 
epinion of the bureau that the Hawaiian 
health authorities would not approve 
such a move. 

The correctness of this view is em- 
phasized by the fact that it would be 
necessary to transport the patient first 
to Honolulu, there to remain until ar- 
rangements could be made for sending 
her to the cdlony.

THE STATE CONTEST. 

Missouri is fortunate this year in having at 
the head of the tickets of the two great parties 
strong, clean, capable men with experience in 
office and with excellent official records. Unless 
some weakness not hitherto suspected, or evi- 
dence of entangling alliances which might men- 
ace the public welfare shall be brought to light 
before the end of the campaign, citizens have 
no reason to fear the result of the November 
election on the governorship. 

Attorney-General Hadley has a national repu- 
tation as a persistent, fearless, able prosecutor 
of illegal trusts and and combines. His most 
notable achievement was his brilliant and suc- 
cessful struggle to obtain the facts about the 
Standard Oil combine. But his official term has 
been marked by many beneficial labors in the 
enforcement of law. He has been an able co- 
worker with Gov. Folk. No one has any doubt 
where Mr. Hadley stands on the question of law 
enforcement or of corporate regulation. 

On the other hand, Mr. Cowherd, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, as prosecuting officer and Mayor 
of Kansas City and as Congressman, has. an 
excellent record. Neither his capacity nor his 
personal integrity is questioned. 

In determining which would be the better Gov- 
ernor for the State, not only the records, char- 
acter and abilities of the men, but the influ- 
ences which surround them, the party condi- 
tions under which they will work and the pro- 
grams they offer must be considered.

War, actual, open war, and pitched battles and 
all that sort of thing have not quite begun in 
St. Louis County, but the movement of troops 
out there is ominous enough to be interesting. 
We observe a part.of the First Regiment, to- 
gether with Light Battery A, “marching across 
the county to their rifle range.’ 

“How could they get there if they didn’t march 
across the county?” asks Gov.

HERE are two methods fer pre- 
serving fruit; in one, the fruit 
is cooked in the cans, in the eth- 


method means slower work, but. you 
thus retain the flavor of the fruit—also 
the fresh, deliciouS odor which vanishes 
when fruit is boiled, says Isabel Gordon 
Curtis in Success Magazine. 

Before proceeding with either method 
see to the fruit cans. A careful house- 
wife washes them during the year as 
they are emptied, covers them and puts 
them away on a shelf to be in readiness 
for the preserving season. Even then 
they require sterilizing before being 
used, for the bacteria floating every- 
where in the atmosphere require only 
the slightest chance for lodgment to be- 
gin fermentation. 

Still, with ordinary care it is quite 
easy to have fruit keep, even if you live 
in a hot southern climate. You have 
simply to be sure that the can is per- 
fectly clean and that it is airtight. To 
make it so, put each can in @ wash 
boiler of cold water, dissolving in it a 
little borax if you notice dirt or a crust 
on the cans or their lids. To keep the 
cans from cracking, cover the bottom, of 
the boiler with a framework or anything 
which keeps the glass from the intense 
heat of the fire. Let the water come 
slowly to a boil, then continue at the 
boiling point for 10 minutes. Set the 
boiler back on the stove, cover it, and 
allow the cans to stand in the hot wa- 
ter until they are needed. Rinse them 
with. fresh boiling water, and they are 
then ready to fill. ,

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THE GIANTS OF HISTORY. 








T is a matter of perplexity to most small boys whether they shall become 
giants or clowns. There dre plenty of clowns today, but there 
will probably never again be such formidable giants as Og, Gog 

and Magog. Og, we are told fn Deuteronomy, was the last real giant. He was 
that King of Basham whom the Israelites slew, and his bedstead was nine 
cubits long, or about 18 feet. This bedstead story may be based upon the 
huge sarcophagi which the Phoenician kings had made in imitation of the 
iigyptian custom. 

Gog and Magog‘are mentioned several times in the Bible, with more or less 

indefiniteness. In the Koran they represent a barbarous people inhabiting Cen- 

tral Asia, and they were probably born out of terror inspired by the Scythian 
hordes that overthrew the Assyrian Empire. Wooden statues of Gog and 

Magog 14 feet high have occupied pedestals in the London Guildhall for cen- 

turies, and were formerly carried through the streets in the Lord Mayor's 

shows. They welcomed Henry V on London Bridge in 1415. According to Cax- 
ton, Gog and Magog were the survivors of a race of giants found in Britain 
by Brute, son of Antenor of Troy, and brought by him as prisoners to Lon- 
don, where they were chained to the gates of a palace on the site of the 

Guildhall and kept as porters. 

All the primative races seem to possess legends of giants, as did the 

Greeks, Romans and Arabs, but nine feet seems to be almost the highest au- 

thentic stature recorded, Topinard’s Finlander exceeded this by four inches. 

Winkelmaier, an Austrian giant who died in 1887, was eight feet seven inches 

in height. Charles Byrne, the Irish giant, attained the stature of eight feet 

four inches, 

The taliest race in the world is the Scotch of Galloway, who average five 
feet eleven inches in height; next come the inhabitants of the rest of Scotland, 
and then the Livonians, Irish, Norse, Engiish, Polynesians, Sikhs, Fulahs ef 
the Sudan, Kaffirs, Cheyennes and Patagonians, all of whom range between five 
feet eight and nine inches. 

It is, however, possible to become a giant with a little perseverance. There is 
in the brain a mysterious organ known ag the pituitary body, injury to which, 
some think, produces the disease known as acromegaly, in which the head, 
hands and feet become enormously enlarged. But this form of giantism fs not 


cemmended.—Harper’s Weekly.

If there were more such Englishmen in 
every day life as James K. Hackett por- 
trayed in The Prisoner of Zenda” at 
Suburban Garden last evening, we might 
forgive Kipling’s veiled boast in his 
Recessional. For Mr. Hackett’s Eng- 
lishman. is the soul of courage and 
honor, an exemplar of. chivalry and pit, 
with a splendid scorn for pain or peril 
and a fine gift of comedy withal. 

It was fine to see the kingliness with 
which the red-headed Rudolph Rassen- 
dyll wore the puppet crown of Ruri- 
‘tania; to see him make love to. the 
beautiful Princess Flavia as proxy for 
his double, the young King, who had 
been drugged by plotters in an effort 
to prevent the coronation and was held 
a prisoner at the Castle of Zenda; and, 
finally, to see his dash upon the castle, 
to liberate the King, who expired as 
aid reached him. 

Although the form of Anthony Hope’s 
delightful novel has been chopped and 
patched at will for the purposes of the 
play, its spirit is wonderfully preserved, 
Mr. Hackett and the excellent Suburban 
company tending the fire of romance 
with admirable care. In accomplishing 
this, Mr. Hackett divides honors, indeed, 
with James A, Bliss, who was such a 
Col. Sapt, bluff and brave and loyal, as 
Hope himself must have had in mind.

He Calls Child's Illness 
Whooping Cough, She Suc- 
cumbs to Diphtheria. 


The fatal error of a drug clerk who 
diagnosed a baby’s illness as whooping 
cough 24 hours after the child was 
stricken with diphtheria, has stirred As- 
sistant Health Commissioner Winn to 
an investigation of what he believes to 


be wholesale violations of the law pro- 
hibiting the practice of medicine with- 
out a license. 

Little Josie Costello, 3 years old, was 
taken ill at play July 26. All day she 
complained of a sore throat, and, when 
her father, A. Costello of 45 South 
Broadway, went home that night 
he found the little girl in bed with a 
high fever. He took her in his arms to 
F. G. Krine’s drug store at 318 South 
Broadway. 

‘My child seems pretty sick,”’ he said 
to a clerk. “What is the matter with 
her?’’ 

Drug Clerk Prescribes. 
“Whooping cough,” said the clerk. He 
prescribed some medicine. 

Costello took the child home and 
treated her as the drug clerk directed. 
She grew worse, and that night she 
was sent to the City Hospital, where 
Dr. C. H. Shutt, assistant superintend- 
ent, diagnosed the case as diptheria. 
She died Aug. 6. 

The father called the attention of the 
city authorities to the case and an in- 
vestigation was begun. A warrant, it is 
understood, will be issued.
